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Council says it's still committed to improving children's 
services after another'inadequate' report from Ofsted 


SOMERSET County Council has said it is 
still committed to rapid improvement of its 
children’s services after “fully accepting” an¬ 
other rating of “inadequate” from Ofsted in¬ 
spectors. 

The report came after previous inadequate ratings 
in June 2013 and January of this year, which led to 
then interim director of children's services, Peter 
Lewis, leave the authority. It concluded that the coun¬ 
cil’s services for children in need of help and protec¬ 
tion, children looked after and care leavers’ are 
inadequate. 

Officers from Essex County Council have now been 
called in by Minister of Children and Families, Ed¬ 
ward Timpson, to oversee Somerset’s reponse to the 
report. They will assess its plans, capacity and capa¬ 
bility to improve, and report back to the minister. 
New permanent director of children’s services, Julian 
Wooster, who took on the role in March, commented: 
“We fully accept the key findings of this Ofsted in¬ 
spection and the short-comings it highlights. Services 
are not good enough and improvements need to be 
made quickly and I am here to help make that hap¬ 
pen. 

“Accepting all the criticism in this report, we must 
also look at the positives. There are examples of good 
practice, signs that we are starting to turn a corner. We 
are building on those signs of improvement but it has 
to happen faster. 

“It’s a difficult time for children’s services and our 
partners in Somerset but we are not alone - few au¬ 
thorities don’t have improvements to make. Our so¬ 
cial workers do a very difficult job and much of my 
focus will be on supporting and developing them, 
while challenging them to improve. 

“Productive partnership working will be another im¬ 
mediate priority. Protecting children is everybody’s 
responsibility. The council is pivotal but there are 
many agencies involved and we all need to be per¬ 
forming well and working closely together. 

“Children deserve better, the inspectors demand bet¬ 
ter and we, the county council and our partners, are 
all committed to safeguarding and improving out¬ 
comes for children in Somerset.” 


The report refers to a “continual churn” in senior 
leadership, insufficient oversight, high levels of 
locum staff, and partners not fully committed to the 
protection of children - all having an effect on serv¬ 
ices. 

The report also highlights successes in fostering and 
adoption, examples of improved case work, deter¬ 
mined staff, improved working with children with dis¬ 
abilities, a successful troubled families programme, 
and good information sharing between partners in the 
recently established Multi Agency Safeguarding Hub. 

Patrick Flaherty, chief executive of the council, said: 
“The report highlights a need for stability and our ap¬ 
pointment of a permanent director of children’s serv¬ 
ices is a big step forward - Julian and his team have 
the undivided support of this council. Inspectors have 
confidence that the current senior leadership team 
knows what needs to be done. 

'Simply not good enough' 

“It also emphasises the need for better partnership 
working and we will continue to focus on that through 
the Improvement Board and Somerset’s Local Safe¬ 
guarding Children Board.” 

Commenting on the report, Liberal Democrat MP 
for the Yeovil constituency, David Laws, said: “The 
report released today by Ofsted shows the appalling 
state Somerset’s children’s services are now in. The 
council is failing vulnerable children, the young peo¬ 
ple who really rely on these services. It just simply 
isn’t good enough. 

“When the Liberal Democrats ran the county coun¬ 
cil in Somerset, children’s services in our region were 
excellent. But since then, the Conservative council 
has run children’s services into the ground and the 
standard has gone downhill dramatically. 

“Back in November last year, after the council was 
called in to meet with government ministers to discuss 
the failings, Ofsted described many of our children’s 
centres as ‘unsafe.’ Today, inspectors have branded 
the whole mess a ‘corporate failure’. 

“Things have to change. The Conservative council 
has shown that they cannot provide residents in Som¬ 
erset with high quality, or even safe, children’s serv¬ 
ices.” 

However, county councillor Linda Vijeh, cabinet

TOWN criers from across the West Country will as¬ 
semble in Ilminster for their first ever competition 
in the town. 

Up to 12 town criers, many accompanied by 
their uniformed escorts, will parade from Ilminster 
Arts Centre along East Street to Market House at 
10.45am on Saturday, April 18th. The town criers 
will then vie with each other to be crowned best 
crier. 

In the morning, each town crier will declaim the 
virtues and beauties of his or her own hometown. 
Later, after lunch, they will cry on the theme of 
spring. 

Ilminster town crier Andrew Fox explained: "The 
criers will be marked by independent judges with 
regard to their volume, clarity, diction and expres¬ 
siveness. In addition, a further judge will consider 
their uniforms and turnout to select the best 
dressed crier and best dressed escort. This should 
be a very colourful and loud event. 


"Town criers have a long and honourable history 
in Britain, originating in the office of Bellman who 
informed the local populations of the decrees of 
their overlords, initially Normans telling the Saxon 
populace what was required.Thus, the criers were 
regarded as messengers of authority descending 
from the crown and it became a treasonable of¬ 
fence to interfere or hinder their work. 

"Fortunately, we are far more relaxed about such 
matters today and the office of town crier has be¬ 
come more of a social function, still with its roots 
in tradition and history. 

"Distinguished guests at the event will include 
Lord and Lady Cameron of Dillington and the 
Mayor of Ilminster, Councillor Emma-Jane Taylor. 
The event will also be significant since it will mark 
the final competition of Yvonne Chamberlain 
MBE, town crier of Axbridge who is retiring after 
40 years as town crier." 


support member for children’s services, has wel¬ 
comed news that staff from Essex County Council 
have been called in to help. 

She said: “Far from being a negative outcome, any 
positive support from another local authority must be 
welcomed with open arms. 

“As disappointing as the report has been for all those 
involved, there is general acceptance of the findings. 
The recent appointment of Julian Wooster as the per¬ 
manent director of children’s services is to be wel¬ 
comed, as there can be no denying the impact that the 
constant churn of interim personnel has had. 
As has been highlighted, there is clearly a need for 
consistency and the building of a more stable work¬ 
force. 

“I do know that the Cabinet member Councillor 
Frances Nicholson has worked tirelessly to wade 
through the minefield of child protection issues and 
had already put in place plans to turn the service 
around. Far from being lambasted, she is to be com¬ 
mended for dogged and tenacious commitment. 

“What is not acknowledged though, is that in deal¬ 
ing with such a complex service area progress, the 
right progress, cannot happen overnight.” 

The Somerset Safeguarding Children Board (LSCB) 
has also been reviewed by Ofsted and found to be in¬ 
adequate. Independent of the council, the board con¬ 
sists of representatives from a range of organisations 
including the local authority, police and health organ¬ 
isations and its role is to hold agencies to account for 
their safeguarding arrangements and highlight areas 
that need improvement. 

Inspectors identified a number of strengths and im¬ 
provements in the LSCB. However, they also found 
that the scrutiny and assurance arrangements were not 
sufficiently holding partners to account and that early 
help arrangements and the child sexual exploitation 
strategy were not yet having sufficient impact. 


Sally Halls, independent chairman of the LSCB, 
said: “While I am pleased Ofsted has recognised a 
number of areas where the LSCB has done good 
work, there is also a great deal that it can and should 
do better. 

“More productive partnership working is essential 
and I am already working with the new Director of 
Children’s Services and LSCB partners to implement 
an improvement plan which will help the board chal¬ 
lenge and ensure the effectiveness of local services 
for children. 

“The children of Somerset have a right to the best 
quality services and we must not rest until we have 
achieved that across the entire LSCB partnership, for 
all children.”
